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Mrs. M. M. Wilson of Waycross, Ga., 
referring to our note about difference 
of colors of paper of the stamped airmail 
envelopes submitted three. One Sc and 
two 6c entires. One 6c is on a very white 
paper with a smooth surface, somewhat 
resembling in smoothness the stock used 
for printing this paper. The other two 
are yellowish by comparison and the 
surface of the paper appears rough in 
contrast. The difference of appearance 
would not appear to be due to heat or 
chemicals affecting them after printing. 
Two different kinds of paper are repre- 
sented. Who has kept track of these en- 
velopes and can explain the difference? 
The one envelope, the very white one, 
has no watermark visible, though was 
examined closely. It is possible that in 
error envelope stock for ordinary com- 
mercial airmail envelopes may have been 
used for watermarked stock. 


Designer of the 30c Trans-Atlantic air 
stamp was Alvin R. Meissner. Four 
engravers worked on the original die: 
Frederick Pauling, vignette; Charles A. 
Brooks, ships; Edward M. Hall and 
James T. Vail, lettering; and Edward M. 
Hall, frame. 


The souvenir label being issued from 
the Philatelic Truck is the design of 
Alvin R. Meissner. The crew of the 
Truck is composed of Charles E. Brana, 
driver; Ira P. Dawson, mechanic; and 
Ralph A. Davis, “philatelic expert.” 


Hugh M. Southgate calls us to task 
for terming those initials formerly found 
on sheet corners of flat plate stamps 
“engraver’s initials.” As he points out 
the engraver is the fellow who actually 
makes the die, while the initials are 
those of other workers, among them 
those who transfer the designs from 
toller to plate etc. Custom has generally 
lumped all these men under the head of 
“engravers,” though some have such 
titles as “siderographer” etc. and none 
do actual engraving, and collectors have 
termed their markings “engraver’s ini- 
tials” for years. 


On the first day of issue at New York 
City, 166,671 copies of the 30c Trans- 
Atlantic air mail stamp were sold, rep- 
‘senting $50,001.30 worth of stamps, 
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63,634 first day covers were cancelled, 
indicating that the majority of the 
stamps purchased were apparently going 
to be used on first flight covers. What 
proportion of the first flight covers were 
franked with the new stamp was not 
stated, but it is believed less than half 
were. 





The first U. S. postal card ever used 
was reported to be on its way to the 
Post Office Department, gift of its own- 
er, Frank M. Burt of Boston, Mass. 
The card was mailed on May 12, 1873, to 
Henry M. Burt of Springfield, Mass., 
by an official of the Morgan Envelope 
Co., also of Springfield as the first speci- 
men used. The card was found several 
years ago in the effects of the late Mr. 
Burt. 


Evidently the P. O. Dept. thinks some 
post offices are too generous in their 
stamp requisitions. The official notice of 
the 30c air mail stamp wound up with 
this admonition: ‘Postmasters are not 
authorized to requisition an over-supply 
of these stamps on behalf of patrons de- 
siring selected stock or multiple lots of 
plate number blocks.” 


William A. Roach designed the 3c 
Centennial of Baseball stamp; Charles 
A. Brooks engraved the vignette and 
James T. Vail engraved the lettering 
and frame. 


Figures of quantities issued of the Ic, 
2c, 4c and 5c Army-Navy stamps were 
quoted in the May LINN’S and now 
that the 3c of both series has been with- 
drawn from the Agency’s list, the De- 
partment announces that of the 3c Army 
87,741,150 were issued and of the 3c 
Navy, 93, 291,650. 


Supplementing our request for earlier 
dates on use of typewriter in addressing 
envelopes, Donald MacGregor writes that 
he has a cover dated Feb. 15, 1876. Mr. 
MacGregor states that during the 1876 
Centennial Exposition, visitors could 
have their envelopes so addressed for 
25c each, but his is dated prior to this 
use and was a commercial letter. The 
typewriter was placed on the market 
late in 1874, but very few were sold 





until the Exposition, accounting for 





scarcity of early covers so addressed. 
Mr. MacGregor says many people mis- 
takenly thought typewritten letters were 
printed and contained advertising matter. 
One instance is recorded of a man re- 
ceiving a typewritten letter from his 
employer and being highly incensed be- 
cause his boss thought him illiterate and 
able only to read printing! 


65,939,500 copies were issued of the 
small Northwest Territory commemora- 
tive issued last July 15 and withdrawn 
on March 1. The news that this stamp 
had been withdrawn was a surprise at 
the time and on the hunch that the 
stamp would be a scarce one, prices over 
double face were asked for sheets by 
those who had them. Prices, and what is 
more important, actual sales have stead- 
ied to between $4.00 and $4.50. 


Harry G. Boge of Portland, Ore., re- 
ports he, too, received “first day covers” 
of the New York World’s Fair stamp— 
without the stamp. No postage due was 
collected, he writes. 


From time to time we receive inquiries 
as to quantities issued of various recent 
commemoratives. Most of these are still 
being issued at the Agency; some to post- 
masters as well; so, of course, these 
figures just do not exist until they are 
sold out, or withdrawn from issue. The 
quantities of all issues no longer issued 
have been printed as this information 
was made available. 


The New Deal’s measures of the last 
few years occasionally cause some rari- 
ties in revenues. One of these is the 
Silver Purchase Act issue. This is simply 
the current documentaries overprinted 
“SILVER TAX.” Of the $1,000 less 
than 100 are believed to have been is- 
sued and one dealer recently offered a 
few used copies at $100. The tax (we 
do not know that it has been repealed) 
is 50% of the net profit realized from 
transfer of ownership of silver bullion.

Tulsa Meeting A Success 





C. N. A. DeBajligethy, President of 
the Oklahoma Philatelic Society, re- 
ports that the first World Wide Con- 
vention of Philatelists held in Tulsa May 
17-21 was acclaimed as a huge success. 
More than 27,000 people visited the ex- 
hibition. 4,892 out-of-town people reg- 
istered but it is known that due to the 
crowd, many others failed to register. 

The exhibition was opened on May 17 
at 10 A. M. with the ceremony of selling 
the first specimens of the Mexican 
stamps commemorating the Convention, 
the issue going on sale in Mexico City 
that day as well. On the same day a 
supply of the 30c Trans-Atlantic airmail 
stamp was placed on sale, Deputy Third 
Assistant Postmaster General Roy North 
selling the first sheet to Mrs. Bajligethy, 
better known as “Mrs. Dee.” Mr. Baj- 
ligethy sold the first of the Mexican 
stamps to Dr. Pritchard Von David, 
philatelic globe trotter who hails from 
San Antonio, Texas. 

The Convention was opened with a 
broadcast participated in by Postmaster 
Watkins of Tulsa and Mr. North, 3,500 
collectors being present. 41 governments 
had official displays and seven had rep- 
resentatives present. A pure gold medal 
was awarded the Cuban government for 
the best government exhibit, with Hun- 
gary and Czecho-Slovakia winning sec- 
ond and third awards. The Czech entry 
had been shipped while that nation still 
existed and so a non-existent postal serv- 
ice won this award. 

The exhibition material submitted far 
exceeded available space, though thou- 
sands of album pages were shown. Post- 
master General Farley previewed the 
show on May 16. The dealer’s bourse 
comprised just 50 spaces, being so 
limited due to space. 

Three convention sessions were held, 
the net results being the forming of the 
World-Wide Philatelic Association with 
individuals accepted as members. Ernest 
G. Jarvis, President of the KenMore 
Stamp Company, foremost dealers in 
British Colonials, was elected President; 
Mr. Bajligethy as First Vice-President; 
and Rafael Garcia of Havana, Cuba as 
Second Vice-President. The 1940 con- 
vention will be held in Detroit and the 
1941 convention at Havana. The Asso- 
ciation decided that requests for the con- 
vention must be made two years in ad- 
vance. Two more members of the Ken-

A check of the known attendants dis- 
closed people from every state in the 
Union, including representatives of 17 
major stamp societies and a number of 
foreign countries.

Grand award at the exhibition was 
won by Dr. Hennan of Chicago; second 
best by Ernest A. Kehr, New York 
writer. Surprisingly, despite their pop- 
ularity, there were no entries of foreign 
airmails, though every other classifica- 
tion had at least one entry. 


Trans-Atlantic Stamp 
History In Brief 


To those readers unable to understand 
why the news of the Trans-Atlantic clip- 
per flight and 30c stamp for same did 
not reach print sooner than it did, the 
following dates will supply the answer: 

April 27—Rate of postage is an- 
nounced (April 29 issue of Linn’s was 
already partly mailed on that date) 
Printed in issue of May 6. 

May 5—Westward rates of postage 
completely announced. Details of Pan 
American service of covers announced. 
(May 6 LINN’S was in mails on May 5, 
so this news was printed in May 13 
issue). 

May 6—30c stamp announced, but not 
the date or place of first day sale. Com- 
plete costs of PAA covers announced, 
with deadline set for May 16. (Printed 
in May 13 LINN’S.) 

May 10—New 30c stamp to appear on 
May 16 at New York. (Printed in most 
of May 13 issue of LINN’S, though news 
received only a few hours before first 
papers were mailed). 

May 11—P. O. announced new stamp 
will be affixed to first day covers. (May 
13 LINN’S already printed.) 

May 20—Flight commenced. 

No explanation was given by the Post 
Oifice Department for the belated an- 
nouncements concerning the flight and 
stamp.

WEEKLY STAMP 


Trans-Atlantic Air Mail First 
Flight Via Northern Route 


Air mail service via the Northern or 
“Great Circle” route will commence on 
June 24, or soon after that date accord- 
ing to a Post Office Department an- 
nouncement. The postmaster of New 
York City will apply a special cachet to 
all first flight covers submitted to him 
for mailing. The route will extend to 
Southampton, England, via Shediac, 
New Brunswick; Botwood, Newfound- 
land and Foynes, Ireland. The rate to 
Ireland and England will be 30c per half 
ounce. Rate to New Brunswick is the 
same as the rest of Canada, 6c per 
ounce; to Newfoundland it is 10c per 
half ounce. No announcement was made 
of rates of postage on return flights. Cov- 
ers may be addressed to points in the 
United States and marked “Via First 
Flight to Southampton,” etc. and will be 
forwarded by ordinary mail to addressee 
from that city. 

The New York cachet will be inter- 
national in design, depicting the Tower 
of the Sun of the San Francisco World’s 
Fair; the Trylon and Perisphere of the 
New York World’s Fair; a maple leaf, 
symbolic of Canada; a shamrock for 
Eire (Ireland), and the Big Ben Clock 
of the tower of London for England.

The airmail series will have two de- 
signs added and the same portraits as 
the ordinaries, nine stamps in all. Val- 
ues: $1 (flags of Bolivia and Paraguay), 
$3 (7 coats of arms), $5 (Pres. Ortiz), 
$10 (Pres. Vargas), $30 (Pres. Alessan- 
dri), $50 (Pres. Roosevelt), $100 (Pres. 
Benavides), $200 (Pres. Baldomir) and 
$500 (map of Paraguay with new bound- 
aries as defined by the treaty). 

On November 25, 1939, a series of 
eight stamps with a face value of 189.50 
pesos will be issued in homage to the 
Paraguayan people and their sacrifices 
with inscription “Paz del Chaco” and 
“Homanaje al Pueblo, 1938.” These will 
portray a soldier, woman, farmer, youth 
and various industries. 

All three sets will bear the dates of 
“1938 — 21 VII — 1939” commemorative 
of the anniversary of the signing in the 
Argentine capital of the historic treaty 
of 1938. .by which the intermittent war- 
fare over the Chaco by Bolivia and 
Paraguay came to an end. The struggle 
had been going on for over half a cen- 
tury and even after the treaty was 
prepared, unscrupulous politicians tried 
to stir up more trouble. The war had 
virtually exhausted both countries, hav- 
ing drained them of men, particularly 
Paraguay. Paraguay is still suffering 
from a disastrous war with its neighbors 
which lasted for five years, 1865 to 1870, 
and killed off virtually every able bodied 
male in the country. 

The series picturing the presidents will 
be printed by the American Bank Note 
Co. and Homage to the People set by 
Waterlow & Sons, London. We are in- 
debted to H. G. Spanton, Buenos Aires, 
for the above details. The face value of 
the set is not as high as the figures would 
indicate. Though the dollar sign ($) is 
used by Paraguay for its peso, the peso 
is actually worth only about one and one- 
tenth cents in U. S. currency, so the 
$50 President Roosevelt stamp will have 
a face value of approximately 55c.

Mailomat In Service 





On May 17 Postmaster Albert Gold- 
man of New York City unveiled at the 
main post office there a coin operated 
machine called a Mailomat which com- 
bines the functions of automatic stamp- 
ing and letter box. The machine, a prod- 
uct of the Pitney-Bowes Postage Meter 
Co. of Stamford, Conn., is capable of 
accepting coins to a total of 60c at one 
time and will stamp a meter paid im- 
pression of any denomination from Ic 
to 22c. Pennies, nickels, dimes and 
quarters may be inserted in slots; a dial 
turned by the customer to the desired 
stamp value; and the letter then inserted. 
The machine automatically draws in the 
letter, stamps it and deposits it in the 
letter-box portion of the machine, where 
it remains until removed by the postman 
on his regular rounds. 

Letters inserted may be as large as 12 
by 6 inches and three-eights inch thick. 
No extra charge is made by the machine 
and letters are stamped with amount 
actually paid. It is planned to place 
these in lobbies of post offices, hotels, 
stations, etc. 

The first two letters sent were for 
President Roosevelt and Third Asst. 
P. M. General Ramsey Black. Preced- 
ing the unveiling and posting of these 
two letters postal officials were guests of 
the Pitney-Bowes officers at a luncheon.

Photography Centenary 





France has honored the centenary of 
the discovery of photography by issuing 
a 2.25 francs dark blue commemorative 
in honor of Louis Daguerre and Nice- 
phare Niepce. Medallion portraits occupy 
the center to left and right of the scene 
of the announcement of the discovery 
on January 7, 1839, before a_ special 
meeting of the Institute of Science. 

Louis Jacques Daguerre was born in 
1789 and died in 1851. A French painter 
and physicist, inventor of photography 
in the form of the daguerrotype, he was 
born at Cormeilles, Seine-et-Oise. He first 
became a scene painter under Degoti 
and was so successful in this art that 
he began to paint extensive panoramas 
and finally evolved the diorama. This 
latter process has been extensively used 
in the General Motors exhibit at the 
New York World’s Fair. About 1829, 
he began to interest himself in the dis- 
coveries which became famous under 
his name. He enterd into correspondence 
with Nicephare Niepce, who had been 
studying in the same direction since 
1814. Together they invented the art 
of photography on metal, the well- 
known daguerre process, still used by the 
tin-type street photographer. Improve- 
ments of this process resulted in modern 
photography.—jJoseph Josselson.

This marked a new 
service to stamp _ collectors, though 
limited to the juvenile collector.

COLUMBUS, OHIO 
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Roumania is joining the ranks of 
nations printing limited issues. Roumania 
is another of the countries whose New 
York World’s Fair Commemoratives are 
providing severe headaches for New York 
wholesalers and New Issue _ dealers. 
Cablegram just received from Roumania 
informs us that there are no more of the 
New York World’s Fair stamps at the 
Post Offices there and that the Govern- 
ment has no intention of reprinting this 
issue. Frantic cables from New York 
wholesalers to Paris were answered with 
the calm statement that the wholesale 
price on these Roumanian World’s Fair 
Commems had doubled. The weather is 
very warm here in New York and there 
are few sights more pitiful than the local 
new issue dealers scurrying from whole- 
saler to wholesaler trying to get supplies 
and pausing to mop their brows in the 
meager shade Nassau St. affords. 


Roumania is not the only culprit in 
the heinous crime of printing inadequate 
quantities of popular issues. It is hard 
to understand what possible advantages 
accrue to countries following this policy. 
Certainly since the New York World’s 
Fair commemoratives were an attempt 
to build up good will between the issuing 
nation and the United States, this drastic 
limitations of issues is defeating the very 
purpose for which the stamps were 
issued. 


The firm of J. H. Stolow of Belgium, 
one of the most prominent wholesalers 
in the United States has moved its New 
York Office to larger quarters at Fifth 
ave. and 4lst street. At the same time 
it was announced that this firm is open- 
ing a Chicago branch under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Stern. 


A small and totally unexpected supply 
of the French Clemenceau stamp arrived 
here in New York a few days ago.

trickled through that a certain French 
post office official had been bribed into 
selling these Clemenceau errors instead of 
burning them as per instructions. All the 
borders had been carefully removed from 
the sheets precluding any attempts at 
identification of the French officials. 


This Clemenceau stamp is another 
headache for New Issue dealers and 
made one of them wish audibly that he’d 
gone into some less strenuous enterprise 
like coal mining, because, one day, this 
dealer who had been advertising these 
stamps at 5c each was visited by a group 
of boys who entered his shop individually 
and purchased only Clemenceaus at the 
advertised prices which, of course, were 
delivered to another dealer who was 
standing just around the corner. By the 
time the victim realized that the price 
of this item had increased almost three 
times, the boys, and his stock of Clemen- 
ceau’s were gone. 


There is an acute shortage of late 
German Commemoratives bearing Hit- 
ler’s portrait. Informed sources here say 
that Hitler doesn’t want his picture so 
much in evidence outside Germany’s 
borders. It is also possible of course 
that the German Propaganda Ministry 
is slipping. 


The Post Office Dept’s. Philatelic 
Truck arrived here last Wednesday after- 
noon and remained on exhibition until 
June 6th. It was parked in front of the 
Collectors Club on Wednesday, May 
31st, and then was moved to the General 
Post Office until Saturday. At 9 A.M. 
the following Monday the truck was 
moved to the Bronx Central Annex Post 
Office Building and remained there for 
the balance of its stay in New York. 
The truck attracted huge crowds of 
individuals interested in philately at all 
its stopping places.
